And it's 
no surprise in an era when ín- 
dustry expects engineers to be 
able to work in such exotic new 
fields as electronic computer 
Systems, transistor design, outér 
space environment, inertial 
navigation devices for space ve- 
hicles, atomic energy, rocket 
fuels, and telemetering. 

This month, students attend- 
ing high school career confer- 
ences are hearing more about 
the science requirements for 
engineering as the members of 
one of the largest professions 
observe National Engineers" 
Week, February 22-28. What 
the students will hear at these 
career sessions is a message 
that gets right to the heart of 
one of the most crucial prob- 
lems facing the U. S. today— 
the encouraging of prope 
qualified young people for life 
work in the fields of science and 
engineering. 


Engineer Builders 


There was a time when an 
engineer was most likely a 
builder of roads, bridges, dams, 
heavy machinery, or railroads. 
He had a good foundation in 
basic mathematics, but his work 
could best be described as the 


practical exploitation of long-, 


known scientific laws ond dis- 
coveries. 

Today the picture has changed 
completely. The erigineer is 
more likely to be working right 
up with the physicist, chemist, 
or -other research scientist as 
industrial firms join in pushing 
back the frontiers of the. un- 
unknown. The engineer is in- 
creasingly expected to have, or 
be working toward, a Ph.D. His 
education has stressed higher 
mathematics, physics and chem- 
istry. If certain engineering 
education trends continue, the 
student now starting in grade 
school may find, if he chooses 
an engineering career, that his 
undergraduate college course 
schedule for engineering will be 
made up entirely of math and 
physical science subjects. 

To understand the.kind of 
educational background an en- 
.gineer needs today it is neces- 
sary to grasp the enormous 
scope of the scientific and tech- 
nological expansion in which 
we are now involved. Through 
science, man is rapidly chang- 
ing the face of the earth, utiliz- 
ing atomic forces as sources ‘of 
energy, orbiting devices around 
our planet, the moon, and even 
the sun, and is only a few years 
away from actually setting foot 
on other worlds millions -of 
miles out in space. 

As a part of this expansion of 

- intellectual horizons, engineers 
aro finding* themselves develop- 
ing plans and specifications in 
areas which are largely un- 
charted—areas which have been, 
researched only around the 
fringes, Take, for example, the 


science classes. Modern indus 


of the engineering profession. 


tivity concerning the explora- 
tion of our solar system. The 
conquest of space is so far, and 
will continue. to be, the end 
product of millions of engineer- 


vty|ing man hours. Each space ve- 


hicle launching represents. the 
concentrated efforts of engi- 
neering teams throughout & 
wide segment of industry. The 
individual engineers in this 
team effort must have a broad 
Scientific báckground to plan 
and. design the needed equip- 
ment for satellites and the vari- 
ous space probes. 

‘The chemical engineers can- 
not simply refer to existing 
charts and tables for data on 
what fuels to specify. Nor can 
the electronic engineers expect 
to find ready-made devices to 
guide a rocket to the moon or 
measure the radiation of space 
a usand miles from the 
earti. Every instrument pack- 
age "payload" in & multi-stage 
rocket calls for a unique engi 
neering desi7n for a particular 
research pr:;z3m. 


Outer Space 


The further we move into 
outer space, the'les3 phy cts 
and astronomers aro able to 
furnish in the way of factual 
information regarding tempera- 
ture, density, radiation inten- 
sity, and the like. Engineers 
working in these space projects 
have to design equipment which 
will function under many un- 
known conditions. As research 
Scientists learn about conditions 
jin the vicinity of the moon and 
the planets, engineers must -be 
able to rapidly incorporate this 
new knowledge into their cur- 
rent equipment design. 

The science background 
needed by engineers today is 
perhaps. best seen in the post- 
graduate educational require- 
ments set up by many indus- 
trial firms with large research 
and development programs. 
These firms often expect the 
young engineer to continue his 
education, at the graduate‘Tevel, 
in a number of highly theoreti- 
cal.and advanced courses. The 
reason for this is that indus- 
trial research may well mean 
the difference between indus- 


A career in engineering actually begins in high. school math and

l research and technology re- 


quires a high-level understanding of the theoretical aspects of 
such subjects as physics, chemistry, and electronics on the part 


Without a well-rounded prep- 
aration in mathematics and the 
basic physical sciences, the 
young engineer could not master 
graduate courses in.such fields 
as solid state physics, »nucle- 
onics, and electronics. Without 
this theoretical knowledge, he 
could not do professional work 
at the advanced level of modern 
industrial research and design, 


Atomic Industry 


A whole new industry — 
atomic energy — is being. built 
on the theoretical foundations 
of the "new physics." Engineers 
in this industry must have an 
educational background in 
atomic theory. To acquire this 
background in college, they 
need a solid high school prepa- 
ration in mathematics, physics, 
and chemistry. To adequately 
cope with these subjects in high 
School, the student should have 
& good understanding of ele- 
mentary. arithmetic. 

It is just this type of analysis 
of our «educational probiems 
that has resulted in so many’: 
public. expressions of concern 
over the future of science and 
technology in the United States. * 
With our military. and indus- 
trial “capacity so closely allied* 
with progress in science and 
engineering, it is clear that & 
great deal depends on the 
achievements of our future 
scientists. and engineers. If 
these achievements are strongiy 
influenced by educational prep- 
aration, it. would seem that we 
Kuve no time to lose in making 
sure that our properly qualified 
young people have the oppor- 
tunity for the. best possible cle- 
mentary and high school back- 
ground in math and science sub- 
jects.

Now Nation Wide 

‘The Safety On The Farm Pro- 
gram' inaugurated in 1938 by Com- 
missioner of Agriculture, Nathan 
Mayo is today nation-wide and has 
resulted in the saving“ of many 
farm lives and improved farm con- 
Gitions throughout the state. Since 
1938, farm accidents have been cut 
considerably, but there is Still room 
for improvement. There were a 
total of 14 fatalities on the farm 
last year and 15. farm workers 
killed off the farm and many in- 
jured. 

Farm Safety precautions are 
much like those for urban areas. 
But because most farms are far- 
ther from organized aid, more 
thorough safety precautions are 
necessary. 

Asher Frank ,Director of the 
Fiorida Safety Council, lists the 
following safety ‘precautions, 

Fire is one of the worst hazards 
of the farmer. Make your farm as 
fireproof as possible by keeping 
barnyards and buildings clean and 
free of debris. Don’t smoke in the 
barn. Properly store all flammable 
liquids. Always have some type of 
fire extinguisher ready. 

Be sure all old wells and holes 
are covered to keep children out. 

Keep your ladders in good repair - 
end always use orie long enough. 

Avoid tractor accidents. , Learn 
to - recognize. ,the hazards ‘and 
avoid them. Don't speed. Be care- 
ful on uneven ground and|ditches.
